This inventory assumes 
all trees are important and recommends preservation except where trees 
are diseased or are located within the reconstruction area. Where trees 
are of a small diameter, they are recommended for transplanting.) 


EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


A tree survey of all trees within, and in close proximity of, the road allowance 
for Stone Church Road between Garth Street and Upper Mount Albion Road was 
authorized by the Predesign and Special Projects Division of the Roads Department, 


the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth. 
The field work was undertaken by Erik Jorgensen, R.P.F., of Arbor 
Consultants, in July, and all observations and conclusions are reported in detail in the 


following pages. 


It should be noted: 


‘lp The report identifies 520 trees to tree species by Latin and Common names. 
2 The number of tree species were 42 belonging to 28 genera. 
3: The possible origin of the trees is discussed and it is concluded that few, if 


any, trees are direct descendants of trees from the Carolinian Forest inhabiting 


the site before settlement. 


4. Trees of special value due to their unusual tree species or tree size have been 


located by map and are proposed for consideration in the planning process. 


Sif All trees requiring maintenance or removal for traffic safety reasons are listed 


in Table VI by map and tree numbers. 


6. A recommendation for a continued tree maintenance program aimed at 
removing existing traffic hazards and facilitating the implementation of a road 


widening has been made. 
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1.0 INTRODUCTION 


A tree survey and inventory was requested in June of 1992 by the Regional 
Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth for the Stone Church Road, between Garth 


Street and Upper Mount Albion Road. 


Arbor Consultants were authorized to undertake the survey by letter of July 
13, 1992 (File #60.19.01.2) from the Predesign and Special Projects Division, Roads 
Department, the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth, which provided 
twenty three maps (1:500) covering the section of Stone Church Road, showing the 
present and proposed road location, with the instruction that all trees within 50 feet 
of the road's centre line should be identified, described and measured (height and 


diameter at breast height). 


The field work was completed in the latter part of July and the early part of 
August, and the results were tabulated and analyzed in the office. This report 
contains the field data with notations, as well as a series of tables documenting the 
overall nature of the tree population, health problems and suggested maintenance 
actions required at present. A set of maps with approximate tree locations is 


appended for proper location of all trees surveyed and described. 


2.0 METHODS AND TECHNIQUES 


2.1 Measurement of Diameter and Height 


The diameter of all trees was measured in cm at breast height (1.4 m) with the 
application of a tree calliper for trees under 55 cm and a diameter tape for larger 
trees. This diameter is referred to as the diameter at breast height and recorded as 


DBH. 


Tree heights were measured by the use of a Suunto hypsometer (PM-5/1520) 
and a metric tape measure to obtain the appropriate distance to the tree, for a large 
number of trees, but were estimated for smaller and less significant trees on the basis 


of the hypsometer measurements. 
Zz Tree Identification 


In order to facilitate the collection of field data, a code system based on the 
trees' "Common Names" has been applied. However, due to the great number of 


genera and species, the system used in this case required considerable modification. 


While the Common names may be essential to some readers, they can be 


confusing to others, and it was therefore decided to apply Latin names to all trees. 


The code for each species refers in general to the Common name as follows: 
the first one or two capital letters indicate genus and the species is recorded by the 


appended lower case letters. Thus CHbl stands for Black Cherry. 


In order to facilitate the proper decoding of the field notes, the following two 


tables are presented. 


Table | gives the Latin and the Common name of the Genus, and Table II with 
entry by the generic Latin name presents both Latin and Common names of all tree 


species. Further, in Table Il, all exotic tree species found are noted.

2.3 Health Observations 


On the basis of many years of work on diseased trees and their diseases, a 
rating system is offered on the basis of the overall appearance of each tree measured 


with the use of the following simple rating system: 


Ne "Healthy": There is no indication of stress or disease. 


2: "Weak": Observed die-back of crown, stem decay or unusually small and 
discoloured leaves. 


Si ePOOKe: Dying (or dead) trees or trees that may pose traffic hazards. 


This system will naturally have some weakness as trees described as healthy 
may have hidden internal decay, but category #2 "Weak" and #3 "Poor" are quite 
distinct and of practical immediate value. They show trees requiring maintenance or 


removal as stated in the comments and recommendation column.

3.0 RESULTS OF SURVEY 


a. Field Observations 


Table III gives the field information on all 520 trees surveyed by map and tree 


number and requires no further comments. 


Siz The Tree Community 


Of the 520 trees enumerated, only 123 trees or less than 24 percent of the 
population are of an exotic nature, not part of the mixed forest which inhabited the 


site before urban developments took place. 


This forest, the "Carolinian Forest", is characterized by the occurrence of 
species such as the Hickories, Bur Oak, Black Walnut, Black Cherry and others, such 
as White Ash, Ironwood and Sugar Maple. However, it should be noted that all of 
these tree species, with the possible exception of the Hickories, have been available 
through the nursery trade through most of this century and that most of the trees we 
find today may therefore be planted by home owners or farmers. 


For the above reason, very few, if any, of the existing trees can be considered 
remnants of the Carolinian Forest, which was thoroughly destroyed through human 
settlement in the 19th century. 


The health of the trees enumerated is in general remarkably good considering 
the housing developments along Stone Church Road. The healthy trees number 424 
individuals, 81.5 percent of the total number of trees. 


Table IV summarizes the collected information on health by tree species and 
does not reveal any significant insights in tree health. The relative poor conditions 
of White Ash, Cottonwood and Basswood is to be expected considering the nature 
of these tree species and the changes in water relations to which they have been 


exposed by existing site development.

33 Valuable Trees 


For trees to be categorized as being "valuable", a subjective judgment is 


required and the list provided in Table V has been developed to include the following 


trees only: 


(a) Trees of unusual species for a roadside. 


(b) Trees with a DBH over 30 cm. 


Smaller trees than DBH 30 cm can, with the use of modern equipment, be 


transplanted to other sites, and unusual tree species have a special horticultural 


interest. 


Large trees (over 30 cm DBH) must either give way for construction or will 


require construction modifications if they are to be retained.

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Trees which, due to size (age), are considered to have a special value are 


relatively few, however of special note are the following trees: 


Map II: One Black Cherry; three Bitternut Hickories; one Sugar Maple; (5 trees) 
Map Ill: Two Horsechestnut; one Bur Oak; one Black Walnut; (4 trees) 

Map IV: One Sugar Maple; one Little Leaf Linden; (2 trees) 

Map VI: One Black Locust; one Sugar Maple; one Tulip Tree; (3 trees) 

Map VII: One Black Locust; one Bur Oak; (2 trees) 

Map VIII: One Bur Oak; (1 tree) 

Map XI: Two Bur Oak; (2 trees) 

Map XIll: One Red Oak; (1 tree) 

Map XV: One White Ash; (1 tree) 


In other words, there are a total of 21 trees which, due to their size and tree 
species, may require special consideration in the planning of the road widening for 
Stone Church Road. 


3.4 Trees Recommended for Pruning or Removal 


A total of 72 trees are recommended for removal due to their present health 
and the potential of falling branches (or trees) on the busy road. Their location, DBH 
and height are presented by map and tree species in Table VI. Ten trees which can 
be improved through a pruning operation are also listed in Table VI. Pruning can 
improve both health and visual appearance as well as eliminating hazards from falling 
branches. In this case, the costs would be minor compared to the required costs of 


tree removals which are quite extensive due to a lack of recent tree maintenance.

4.0 CONCLUSIONS AND SUMMARY STATEMENT 


The survey revealed the existence of a very mixed tree cover within the road 
allowance. A total of 42 tree species belonging to 28 different genera were observed 
amongst the 520 trees tallied. Of these, 17 tree species are exotic to the site. Very 
few, if any, trees can be considered direct descendants from the Carolinian Forest, 


which inhabited the site in the early 19th century. 


The health condition of the tree population must be considered satisfactory, 
when one takes into account the environmental stresses exerted by human activities 
Surrounding the tree locations and the apparent lack of an inclusive continued 


maintenance program. 


A listing of particularly valuable trees due to unusual tree species or tree sizes 


unsuited for transplanting is provided in Table V. 


Further, a listing of trees requiring immediate attention with regard to pruning 


or tree removal is provided in Table VI. 


On this background it is recommended that a maintenance program for all 
trees be established. Such a program will remove all traffic hazards with regard to 
trees, and should, in addition, facilitate the implementation of the eventual road 


widening.

Stone Church Road is part of a larger network of Regional roads in Hamilton-

considering Rymal Road, the Red Hill Creek Expressway, the future closure of

The Barton Stone United Church at Upper James Street is a building of particular 
architectural and historical significance.

The other two buildings are stone farmhouses from the 1850s. Both have been 


incorporated into new commercial and housing developments. 


MOUNT ALBION CONSERVATION AREA 
The Conservation Area is designated an Escarpment Protection Area under the Niagara 


Escarpment Plan and is owned by the Hamilton Region Conservation Authority. 


The Conservation Area: 


a is comprised of wetlands, upland woods, old field, and tall shrub thicket 
a has no identified rare plant or animal species 
= north of Stone Church Road will be used to construct an interchange for the 


Red Hill Creek Expressway and a stormwater management pond 


TREES 
Five hundred and twenty (520) trees along Stone Church Road were identified and 
assessed. The health of the tree population is satisfactory considering the stresses of 


human activities along this route. 


a 424 trees are considered healthy 
a 96 trees are weak or in poor condition 
a of the 424 healthy trees, 52 trees require special consideration due to large 


size (old age) and/or type of tree 


DRAINAGE 

In areas where the road has a rural cross-section, ditches and culverts eventually direct 
surface runoff to a storm sewer system, but not before some distance has been travelled 
over the land. Where there are no ditches, the water may stand in pools until it filters into 


the ground. 


In areas where the road has an urban cross-section, curbs and gutters direct surface 


runoff to the storm sewer system quickly. 


LAND USE 


West of Upper Ottawa Street, Stone Church Road: 


is mostly residential in character with single family homes and 
townhouses 

has some commercial areas as well as institutions, schools, etc. 
has most of the residential and commercial properties facing Stone 
Church Road ; 

crosses some Hydro facilities and gas pipelines 


runs adjacent to an underground water reservoir at the south-east corner 


of the Garth intersection 


_ East of Upper Ottawa Street, Stone Church Road: 


is mostly commercial, industrial and institutional development

THE PROBLEM 


Stone Church Road has deteriorated to the point where reconstruction is necessary. 
Reconstruction will improve the pavement and the base of the road. Since new 
residential areas are being developed along Stone Church Road, this project will address 
how to provide for the transportation needs of a developing area of the city while 
maintaining the residential character. A first step in the study will be to consider a change 


to an urban cross-section with curbs and gutters. 


ALTERNATIVE SOLUTIONS 


The study must consider alternative planning solutions. In this project, three alternative 


solutions were studied: 


Solution #1 do nothing 


™ repave as part of regular maintenance, where necessary 


Solution #2 improve: ditches and lane widths (number of lanes remains the 
same) 


= reconstruct the road base where necessary 


Solution #3 widen road with curbs (number of lanes to be determined) 


& reconstruct and widen road 
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DESIGN ALTERNATIVES 


Providing an urban cross-section addresses the problems associated with dust and 
drainage in an area that is becoming increasingly urbanized. Maintenance costs in the 
future can be reduced by providing an urban cross-section at a time when the road must 


be reconstructed. 


Three altemative designs will be examined for an urban cross-section. 
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Alternative A 3 lanes 
= one lane each direction 
= left turning lane in the centre 


= provision for bicycles 


Alternative B 4 lanes 
m two lanes in each direction 


™ provision for bicycles 


Alternative C 5 lanes 
™ two lanes in each direction 


w left turning lane in the centre 


At this time, Alternative C has been eliminated because traffic volumes do not warrant 5 
lanes. In addition, the residential character will be more successfully maintained with a 


cross-section of fewer than 5 lanes.

The Environmental Assessment Act 


The Environmental Assessment Act (the EA Act) is a 
provincial act that affects the way in which provincial 
and municipal governments plan for and undertake cer- 
tain types of activities and projects. 


The purpose of the EA Act is: 


... the betterment of the people of the whole or 
any part of Ontario by providing for the pro- 
tection, conservation and wise management in 
Ontario of the environment. 


The EA Act sets out a process that ensures the consider- 
ation of environmental impacts in the early planning 
stages of a project. 


The EA Act uses a broad definition of the word “environ- 
ment” that includes: 


air, land and water; 

plant and animal life; 

people; 

the social, economic and cultural conditions that 

influence the life of a person or community; 

* buildings, structures, machines; 

* any solid, liquid, gas, odour, heat, sound, vibration 
or radiation that is the result of human activity; 
and 

* the relationships between these.

All projects undertaken by a provincial ministry, agency 
or public body are subject to the requirements of the EA 
Act, as are any municipal projects where significant 
impacts to the environment are anticipated. 


Municipal Class 
Environmental Assessment Process 


There are many projects which municipalities undertake 
on a repeated basis — such as road maintenance, new 
construction or repairs to sewage and water systems. 
These projects are subject to the EA Act, but because 
they occur frequently and their environmental effects 
are generally predictable, a municipality (the proponent) 
may complete a streamlined process and fulfil the 
requirements of the Act without submitting an individ- 
ual environmental assessment for each project. This 
process is called a Municipal Class Environmental 
Assessment (Class EA). 


Municipal Class EA projects fall under one of three 
categories (called schedules), The first, Schedule A, 
generally includes repairs and maintenance to existing 
facilities. The environmental impacts of these activities 
are usually minimal, and therefore these projects are 
pre-approved. 


The second category, Schedule B, generally includes 
improvements and: minor expansions to existing facil- 
ities. The impacts are usually moderate, but to ensure 
they are minimized, the proponent is required to 
identify the potential impacts ahead of time by consult- 
ing with those who may be affected, namely adjacent 
property owners, other members of the public, appro- 
priate provincial government ministries and agencies, 
and public interest groups. The municipality (proponent) 
must provide a minimum of two points of contact with 
the public during the planning process, and may proceed 
only after it has addressed the concerns raised during 
their consultations. 
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New Construction: 5 step plan 


Schedule C projects generally include the construction 
of new facilities (like sewage treatment plants) and 
must follow a five step planning process. 


1 Identify the problem. 


2 Examine alternative solutions to the problems and 
the new environmental impacts of each, consult 
with the public, and identify the best solution. 


3 Examine alternative designs for the preferred 
solution and the net environmental effects of each, 
consult with the public, and determine the best 
design. 

4 Document the process in an Environmental Study 
Report (ESR), including measures to protect the 
environment, and allow 30 days for the public to 
comment. : 


5 Monitor the construction and operation of the 
project to ensure the environment is protected as 
proposed in the ESR. 


“Bump-up" Requests 


Although a project may be eligible for this streamlined 
process, there is a provision built in to the Municipal 
Class Environmental Assessment Process that permits 
the Minister to require submission of an individual 
environmental assessment for Schedule B and C pro- 
jects. This is called a "bump-up,” and members of the 
public may request one during the 30-day public review 
period if they think the Class EA process has been 
inadequate. The Minister must respond to this request 
within 66 days.

Another change to the Class EA schedules is that they 
now include water management structures and greater 
detail on stormwater projects, which were previously 
covered under the Association of Conservation 
Authorities Class EA. : 


In some cases the design and construction of new 
municipal servicing infrastructure (roads or treatment 
facilities in new subdivisions, for example) is carried out 
by a private developer. Normally the private sector is 
not subject to the requirements of the EA Act. All 
projects that are listed as Schedule C must complete the 
appropriate planning process, regardless of whether 
they are undertaken by a municipality or a private 
developer.

- The community is strongly opposed to major widening of 
the road. 

- The residential character of the road is important and high 
volumes of traffic on wide roads will destroy this 
character. 

- Improvements to the road should be made to make 
walking along the road and crossing the road as safe as 
possible, includirg new sidewalks and improved 
intersections. 


WHAT WE ARE RECOMMENDING 


After the Information Centres we re-examined the three 
options that were presented: 

1) Do nothing (regular maintenance). 

2) Rebuild as a 2 lane road with ditches. 

3) Rebuild as a 3 or 4 lane road with curbs and gutters. 


All options would have the following features: 
- Sidewalks on both sides of the road. 
- Intersection improvements. 


Options 2 and 3 would also have: 
- Wider curb lanes or marked lanes on the road to make it 
easier for bicycles to use the road. 


You suggested that we also look at building a 2 lane road with 
curbs and gutters. This option is being evaluated in the next 
phase of the study. 


As we indicated at the Information Centre, Option 3 (to 
rebuild the road with curbs and gutters) is preferred for the 
following reasons: 

- Stone Church Road serves mainly urban residential 
communities and although it is not expected to be a 
majcr east-west road in the same way as Rymal Road , 
it is still a Regional road and should not be built to rural 
road standards. 

- It is more effective to constrict and maintain a road with 
curbs and gutters because stormwater can be controlled 
easier and maintenance costs are higher for culverts, 
ditches and gravel shoulders. 

- The impacts to trees will be similar with all options 
mainly due to sidewalk construction. 

- A landscaping plan can be developed and implemented in 
conjunction with interested and/or affected members of 
the community. 


The following pages outline the major issues that were raised 
in the first phase of the project. If you had concems about the 
impacts of road work on your property, we can address these 
concems 1n the next phase of the study after we make a 
decision on the type of road constnuctioi. 


You asked us........ 


We received lots of questions. Here are some samples of the 
most commonly asked questions. 


Why does the Region want to widen this 
road? 


The Roads Department identified a number of problems with 
the road between Garth Street and Upper Mount Albion Road: 
- Some parts of the road are very rough (pot holes) and need 
repaving and reconstruction. 
- Poor stormwater drainage (no ditches in some areas, 
unmaintained ditches in other areas). 
- Lane widths are narrow where there are ditches. 
- Some intersections need signals and left tum lanes. 


Comments received from the public confirmed these problems 
and in addition, a number of other problems were identified. 
Widening of the road through the addition of lanes is being 
examined as a way of solving traffic problems such as left 
tums at intersections and driveways. 


How does Stone Church Road fit into the 
overall road network on the Upper 
Mountain? 


Stone Church Road is a Regional road like Mohawk Road and 
Rymal Road. However, not all Regional roads serve the same 
function. The Roads Department has reviewed the function of 
Stone Church Road accounting for: 

- The residential character of the area. 

- Expected changes in traffic volumes following the 
opening of the Expressway and the closure of Limeridge 
Road in 1998, and improvements to Rymal Road (a Class 
Environmental Assessment study on Rymal Road has 
started). 


A regional transportation review is currently underway which 
will produce a strategic transportation plan that will include 
the roads on the mountain. At this point, the Roads 
Department sees Stone Church Road continuing to be 
classified as a Regional road but serving a much lower volume 
of traffic than Mohawk Road or Rymal Road. It should reflect 
the residential character of the area by building sidewalks and 
ensunng that cyclists can nde more safely on the road. 


Speeding is a problem on the road 
now. Will widening or improving 
the road make speeding worse? 


According to spot speed studies conducted by the City of 
Hamilton Traffic Department, median speeds on Stone Church 
Road are in the ranoe of §§ ta 60 kmb/h This ic a tunical 


median speed for most Regional roads in the City of Hamilton, 
including those constructed to a higher design standard. 
Therefore, there is no reason to expect that the reconstruction 


will significantly affect travel speeds. 


Will it be easier to get into and out of 
driveways after the reconstruction? 


Yes! Unless the present two-lane road is maintained, any 
additional lanes will assist in driveway access. A center turn 
lane will ease movements to and from dnveways because it 
can be used as an acceleration and deceleration lane for left 
tuming traffic. Also, any added through lanes will create more 
gaps in traffic.

Sherman Avenue, Upper James Street, 
Nebo Road, Pritchard Road and Dartnall 
Road, be improved” 


Yes! Regardless of the reconstruction option that is selected, 
improvements to these intersections are anticipated. 
Furthermore, the Traffic Department supports the installation 
of a traffic signal at Stone Church Road and Upper Sherman 
Avenue. However, in order to make the most efficient use of 
public funds and to address the impacts of this reconstruction, 
the installation should be coordinated with reconstruction of 
the entire road. 


Will there be any 
i+ changes to the bus 
routes and frequency? 


Route and frequency changes can be made, if warranted by 
customer demand. During reconstruction some routes may be 
changed temporanly. 


Will there be more bus shelters and 
paved waiting areas? 


Requests for bus shelters are evaluated and ranked each 
March and a limited number of shelters are installed by 
H.S.R. the following October. Shelter requests can be made 
by phoning the H.S.R. at 528-4200. Existing bus shelters 
will be retained, where possible. Concrete landing pads will be 
installed at bus stops as part of the road reconstruction. 


Aren't buses a major polluter? Maybe 
bus routes should be removed? 


A recent air quality assessment concluded that H.S.R. buses 
contribute less than 1% to overall Hamilton-Wentworth 
regional pollutant levels. The use of Compressed Natural Gas 


(CNG) vehicles can help us to reduce this already impressive 
statistic. H.S.R. currently has 40 CNG buses in service. As 
older, diesel-powered vehicles are removed from service, they 
are replaced with clean CNG buses. Convenient, accessible 
public transit can reduce the number of cars on the road, 
thereby decreasing exhaust fumes, congestion and noise. 


The lack of sidewalks, 

crosswalks and signalized 

intersections make it very 

difficult for seniors, 

students walking to 
school and anyone who wants to walk on 
this road. Won't wider roads make it 
more difficult to cross the road? 


Not necessarily. The reconstructed road can include new or 
improved sidewalks. Crossing the road will be easier when 
intersections are signalized. In addition, if a center tum lane is 
included in the reconstructed road then it could serve as a 
pedestrian refuge area which means the pedestrian only has to 
cross one direction of traffic at a time. Finally, any additional 
through lanes will create more gaps in traffic which should 
assist pedestrians in crossing the road. 


Providing space for bicycles 
on the road is a good idea, 
but is it safe? Should my 
children cycle on the road? 


The Regional Road Network supports bicycle use on the road 
because cycling is an efficient way to get from one point to 
another - for work, shopping or school. Cycling on the road is 
not recommended for smal! children! 


Providing extra space on the road by a marked lane or by 
widening the curb lane is safer than bicycles using a standard 
width curb lane. However, there is no data to show that riding 
in a marked lane is safer than riding in a wider curb lane. 
There are advantages and disadvantages to each. The Regional 
Council supports through Vision 2020 accommodating 
bicycles to give people more choices for travelling around the 
City and Region. 


Can you build a bicycle path beside the 
sidewalk? 


Although some communities in southwest Ontario have 
constructed bike paths within the boulevard (ie. behind the 
curb), it is not recommended for the following reasons: 
- Bicycles are vehicles under the Highway Traffic Act and 
therefore should be operating on the road. 


- Motorists do not expect cyclists in the boulevard at 
intersections and driveways resulting in bike/vehicle 
accidents. 

- It conflicts with utility poles, etc. 

It may encourage wrong-way mding. 

Bicycle paths are best in their own nght-of-way. 


Would a bicycle route on Stone Church 
Road be similar to the bicycle routes 
which were on Main/King Street West? 


The traffic conditions are quite different: 
- Main/King Streets are major arterials carrying high 
through traffic volumes on one-way streets 
- The traffic volumes on Stone Church Road are - 
approximately one-quarter of those on Main/King Street. 
- Stone Church Road serves mainly residential 
communities. 


What will happen to the trees 
along Stone Church Road if the 
road is widened? 


Sidewalks can be built with any option. All options have the 
potential to damage trees or require some tree removal due to 
sidewalk construction. 


The design of the reconstructed road will include tree planting 
or relocation and landscaping. 2.5% of the capital road 
program budget is dedicated to landscaping. 


Where trees have been identified as valuable by the Region's 
tree expert or by the adjacent resident, the Region will attempt 
to relocate or save the tree. However, this may not always be 
possible. 


Will reconstruction of the road 
$ affect our property taxes? 


The cost of a regional road reconstruction project is paid for 
by all taxpayers in the Region. However, if parts of the work 
are constructed under the Local Improvement Act, adjacent 
property owners may have to contnbute to the costs. This is 
typically done for sidewalks. If you require more specific 
information on this please contact:

Has the Region already made up their 
mind? The municipal government has 
ignored residents’ concerns in the past. 
In particular, a petition of 274 signatures 
against any widening of Stone Church 
Road was presented to Council in 1991. 


The Roads Department will be recommending to rebuild the 
road with curbs and gutters. The next phase of the study will 
be comparing the impacts of a 2, 3, or 4 lane road. Preference, 
at this point is for a 3 lane road however, a Council decision 
has not been made. In a project like this we hear many 
conflicting comments. Our role is to ensure that transportation 
needs are provided to the public in the community and the 
public in the Region. Sometimes this requires tough decisions. 
Not everyone will be happy with the decisions we make. 


How can the public make 
a difference? 


The Roads Department plans projects like this one by 
following a planning process called a “Class Environmental 
Assessment". This process provides opportunities for the 
public to learn about the project and to provide comments to 
the Region on how the project affects them. 


In this project we want to provide you with an opportunity to 
work with us to design a road that meets community needs as 
well as the Regional road needs.

Phase II: Public Comments 


The following comments were received during Phase II (Planning Solutions) of the study, 
outside of all public meetings. These comments were submitted either over the phone or in a 
letter to the Special Projects Office. Also, five requests for additional study information 
were received. All references to names and addresses have been removed, as required by 
the Municipal Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy Act. 


ys - How much property would be required for the widening and at what price would it 


be purchased? 


- asked about sewer work proposed on Stone Church Road 


ps - There is no stoplight at the corner of Stone Church Road and Upper Sherman. 
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During rush-hour this four-way stop has a very long line of vehicles attempting to 
get through the intersection. 

When school children and individuals using the City transportation system attempt 
to cross this intersection, their safety is at the risk of the consideration of these 
hurrying drivers. 

This hazard to our pedestrians is unacceptable and even a temporary stoplight would 
improve this situation. 

The lack of sidewalks on Stone Church Road, Upper Gage and Upper Sherman has 
long been a concern to area residents. 

The asphalt path on some stretches of these roads has improved the conditions 
somewhat, however with winter approaching and the wear and tear on these 
pathways, we feel it is essential that the temporary path be improved, as well as 
placing pathways (even temporary ones) where presently there are none 

On several areas on these streets there is no pathway, and the side of the road is 
covered with stones. These stones become flying missiles when cars and buses 
move onto the shoulder of the road. There should be a safe pathway for pedestrians 
The safety of our residents should not be placed after the concerns of an 
environmental assessment or a cost-effective plan and these issues should be looked 
after without delay. 


feels that in the past, City Hall has not responded well to peoples’ concerns 
satisfied with approach used for this study 


does not want widening of Stone Church Road 
will not sell lands for widening 


does not like widening of Stone Church Road 


concerned about converting our road into a four-lane cross-city highway due to the 
closure and partial access of Limeridge Road and the inadequate capacity of Rymal 
Road 

concerned about the widening beyond the existing sixty-six foot road allowance. 
We do not want to lose, regardless of compensation, any of our property. 
concerned about the existing trees and shrubs that would be lost, as this natural 
decorum makes Stone Church Road a pleasant place to live 


we are not "anti-reconstruction", we are willing to assist and partake in the planning 
and evaluation of the upgrading of Stone Church Road, but we will insist that the 
Region listen to the citizens who will suffer the consequences from this project 


We were never previously advised of a plan to actually upgrade Stone Church Road 
to the level of a decent City thoroughfare. 

The road was never substantially upgraded in 1989 when sewers were put in, and 
have been travelling on a less than satisfactory road ever since. 

The fact that the City is planning on re-surfacing the road is not objectionable to 
me. 

Hopefully, in addition, the City will finally put in storm drain sewers so that the 
winter run-off, garbage and waters that normally clog up our culverts will actually 
be allowed to drain into the sanitary sewer system rather than sit and muddy our 
driveways. 

My driveway had its culverts crushed by the sidewalk crew from Bono Construction 
in the summer of 1989 or 1990 and I have not had usable drainage in my culverts 
ever since. Hopefully, with the eventual repairs to Stone Church Road this will no 
longer be a problem. 

I do object to using a residential road such as Stone Church as anything other than a 
residential street. 

It is my understanding that the purpose of the road widening and the extension to 
Golf Links is to take pressure of the delays in the expressway rather than to 
facilitate any real need. Stone Church Road is not an appropriate alternative to any 
form of band-aid solution to the traffic problem east/west across the Mountain, 
whether it be as an alternative for political purposes relating to the expressway or 
any other purposes. 

The road is already unsafe to back out or to drive out on from a driveway because it 
has to much traffic and in my view it should not have any additional traffic. 

I certainly hope, however, that the deplorable conditions of the road are 
substantially improved in the near future. 


area between Upper Ottawa Street and Pritchard Road is very unsafe for 
pedestrians, especially those who walk to work arriving by bus 

specific area of concern is in vicinity of Anchor Road near the bowling alley and

It has come to our attention that there is opposition to the construction of a four lane 
road. This letter is to establish our concern for anything less than a four lane road. 
The city plan, developed over twenty years ago, established Stone Church Road as a 
major traffic artery connecting the multipurpose intersections of Upper Ottawa, 
Upper Sherman and Upper Wellington and Stone Church Road. 

The Upper Sherman corner is one of the "planned" major intersections zoned for 
institutional and commercial use. Stone Church Road was never intended as a 
"residential" road but as a road to join a series of multi-use, high traffic density 
intersections. It has long been assumed that this road would be developed as 
intended in the original plan. Let’s develop the plan as intended. 
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The Church has been in this area for over 20 years and has anticipated the 
development of this corner and the roads around it as planned. Four congregations 
currently use this building for a variety of uses (Sunday services, Cubbing, 
Scouting, youth events, weddings, sporting events, etc.). These congregations 
represent over 1000 members from the Hamilton area (due to the recent refusal of 
the City of Ancaster to allow construction on a church owned property we foresee 
the continued use of the current building). The building is also the centre for our 
church’s activities in the Niagara area and hosts many regional events. We see the 
development of an appropriate road and intersection as a benefit. 

Ih addition, this building has a "Family History Centre" or genealogical library that 
is open to the public 6 days a week and currently has over 300 patron visits per 
month. We hope to see an expansion of this facility within the next five years. 
Again we say, develop the intersection and roads as planned. 

Understand that this building has been at this intersection for ?1 years, most likely 
longer than any residents of the Eleanor Community or other residents of Stone 
Church Road. 

This building will most probably be on this intersection for another 21 years, again 
longer than any of the current residents are likely to remain in the neighbourhood. 
With respect to our being established on this corner and on this road for the past 20 
years we expect consideration in this matter. Again we say develop the intersection 
and adjoining roads as intended in the original plan. 


asked why Stone Church Road is not being reconstructed before 1996

With regard to the upcoming Public Information Centre and further concretization 
of plans for reconstruction of Stone Church Road, I have some general and 
personal/specific concerns which I anticipate being addressed as events proceed to 
completion of the project. 

I have lived at the same location on Stone Church Road virtually all my life. Nine 
years ago we built a new home there, where my mother - in failing health - could 
live with us. At that time I was assured that no changes would be made to the road 
in the foreseeable future - perhaps never. 

On this reassurance we constructed a septic system, paid for professional 
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landscaping planning and execution, and had utilities installed underground (hydro, 
cable TV, telephone). When Hydro replaced all the poles and lines a year or two 
later, we went to the trouble of extending our underground utilities through a 
conduit to the nearest pole. Within another year or two the road was ripped up (and 
reconstructed from Upper James eastward for sewer construction (our septic system 
was an expensive folly and based on misinformation - a holding tank at a fraction of 
the cost would have sufficed originally). 

To summarize, we have a costly and complex landscaped front yard, with 
underground utilities following a circuitous route lying close to and along the road 
axis in part. I hope that the reconstruction can avoid damaging our landscaping and 
utilities. 

With regard to trees along the road, I very recently had occasion, by accident, to 
meet the actual person who carried out the tree evaluation commissioned by the City 
before planning began. He was an untrained student with no experience, working 
for the Guelph consultant whose authority is being claimed. He took no account of 
aesthetics i.e. the fact that while many trees are not "perfect examples", they 
nevertheless provide shade, beauty, dust and noise reduction - and would for 
decades to come if not destroyed. 

I must insist that the environment bordering the road not be destroyed, leaving more 
of the mountain to be barren and ugly. What has happened on Upper James Street 
is a perfect example. 


I doubt if there was any better way to have hosted and displayed your messages and 
information to the concerned public, especially as there was no introductory 
microphone speechifying. The mobile hosting of Ms. Hubbard and staff and the 
fact that the Ward Aldermen attended plus all those wonderful aerial photos 
adjoining each other around the hall made it all worth while and most informative. 
The theme for upgrading Stone Church Road should be "Do it now! "; do not wait 
out any further studies or task forces, the prime time is now to complete what is for 
sure an essential cross-the-Mountain as an arterial way. What was once a quiet 
country road has an increased traffic volume due in part to the multitude of new 
houses both north and south along the entire length and is now one of Hamilton’s 
busiest. 

The present structure is failing and no longer suitable for its heavy amounts of 
wheeled vehicles traversing from one end to the other. What has now become a 
habit of travel as Limeridge has been impeded and the Highway #53 has had it’s 
reconstruction barriers brutalized between intersections both surfaces and under 
structures and at the various intersections running north and south the heavy 
vehicles in the construction of the future expressway has taken its toll too! 

As a somewhat indication of whether the future would require a 3 or 4 lane road, 
Highway #53 is at present a 3 lane road and is now handling that traffic flow 
admirably but this is not saying it’s future might require four lanes. However, 
Stone Church Road suited to a three lane road and may satisfy the residents along it 
by only losing a few metres of their properties, a 4 lane would not. Each of them 
knows full-well something has to be done and it cannot remain as is. 

It is true that where required for pedestrian travel sidewalks are an entitlement 
where residents must pay for their own but access of ramps to driveways and the 
bylaws that corners should have special on-off curbways for wheelchair and 


perambulators and buggies are not necessary a local resident need for funding. 

With each major intersection requiring traffic lights and no jay-walking is in effect, 
safe crossing for children who tend to dart across roads and the slower seniors 
pedestrians white lines may well suffice. Sidewalks through the length of Stone 
Church Road would also require suitable lighting which with the weirdo people 
abroad today every street and road should have ample lighting no matter where. 
Bicyclists using roadways who are duly licensed are as much entitled as any other 
person travelling roadways but to have special lanes only increases the possibility of 
getting knocked down in safety. However, no longer a bicyclist I am not prepared 
to plead their case in my cycling days drivers were more aware we existed and both 
the driver and the bicyclist should receive better education that each exists and to be 
aware of each other. 

Already the Roads Department has anticipated the future of Stone Church Road and 
has east of Upper Ottawa removed a defunct railway bridge an¢ its abutments as 
they created a bad blind spot to users. They have also begun, as it was warranted, 
a portion west to Upper Gage which will be most satisfactory when completed. It 
all boils down to the fact reconstruction is a fact that cannot be ignored, so "Do it! 
Do it ! Do it now!"

I attended the public meeting and came away with two major concerns. 

My first concern is the 7-8 feet that you want to expropriate off my used vehicle lot 
for the purpose of widening the road. This 7-8 feet is enough that it may not allow 
the property south of my main building to continue to function as a viable used 
vehicle lot, and I question whether the road could not be shifted seven or eight feet 
further south, using the properties of the homeowners and the church to allow this 
business to continue without major upheaval. 

My second concern is that approximately fifty yards west of Upper James, on Stone 
Church, the crown of the road could be as much as a meter or a meter and a half 
higher in elevation than my used vehicle lot and I would certainly like to see the 
roadway lowered, so that my used vehicle lot would be at the same height as the 
curb and the sidewalk. 


We would like to thank you and your various committees for involving the people in 
the areas concerned. You appear to have listened to our concerns in view of the 
fact that you are in favour of a three lane road with curbs, bicycle paths and 
sidewalks. 

Our main concern is the question as to why once again the primary and original 
areas of Stone Church Road have once again been forgotten. You will have already 
realized that at your information sessions, a large percentage of concerned property 
owners are from areas that are not slated for any kind of reconstruction/traffic 
relief. The areas between Upper Wellington and Garth Street have been largely 
ignored. Unfortunately, the major problems of traffic congestion and speed are 
primarily in exactly that location. Also, with the advent of the Red Hill Creek 
Expressway and the subsequent closure of Limeridge Road, the traffic will only 
increase in the precise areas again between Upper Wellington and Garth Streets. 
The traffic problems at the intersection of Upper James Street and Stone Church 
Road will always increase. The more road improvements made will only increase 
the volume of users. At the present time, the traffic volume is great with daily line 
ups from Upper James to Upper Wellington being the norm rather than the 
exception. When the road is clear, the speed is always in excess of 60 km/hr. One 
needs only to drive down Stone Church Road at 50 km/hr. (the speed limit) and (a) 
watch the traffic pull away from you or (b) have the traffic pass you on either the 
right or the left hand sides. Unfortunately, we do not believe that the turning lane 
will alleviate this, but only provide a passing lane (as has already happened in the 
section between Upper Gage and Upper Ottawa). With the building of Tir. Hortons 
at the Upper James intersection, this traffic build-up will only increase. 

In view of the fact that the homeowners in this forgotten area have paid their fair 
share of taxes, it would be nice to see some improvements made to the

aforementioned area of Stone Church Road. Our taxes have already paid for these 
improvements and the cost of the sidewalks.
